*,* This edition is of the greatest interest to Shakespearean 
collectors, not only from its extreme rarity (the British 
Museum set wanting vol. II), but also from its publication 
marking a distinct era in the bibliography of Shakespeare, 
it being the first collected edition published in Ireland. The 
sale, in April last, of a trial preface renders it desirable to 
place on record what is known of this interesting discovery. 
That preface contained a title-page dated 1725, but making 
no mention of the number of vols., and was evidently a frag- 
ment, ending with the catch-word THE. It seems almost 
certain, therefore, that it had been issued with the separate 
edition of The Tempest, also dated 1725, for the catch-word 
THE remains unaltered in the present issue, but followed by 
a page commencing ‘‘Some Account.” The signatures confirm 
this, for they have all been starred, and The Tempest com- 
mences at C, in similar characters to the A and B in the 
preface, whilst for the interpolated sheets of Rowe’s Life, &c. 
a different series of letters has been selected. The British 
Museum copy has the general title, dated 1726, and also the 
trial title, dated 1725, but this latter is apparently in place of 
the title. marked vol. I, containing the list of plays. The 
Museum copy contains in addition the list of subscribers, but 
it lacks the original advertisement announcing the issue by 
subscription, placed in this copy at the end of The Tempest, 
which, together with A Midsummer Night’s Dream, have 
separate title-pages dated 1725, all the other plays having 
half-titles only. This leaf is extremely valuable, proving that 
though the work was in the press in 1725 no copies were 
issued till the following year. The advertisement is neither 
paged itself nor counted in paging the leaves which follow, 
and, not being in the Museum copy, may exist in this only. 
The scarcity of the work is evident, since only 162 copies 
were originally subscribed for, and it is therefore extremely 
improbable that a finer set will ever be offered for sale. 
Curious to state, the last vol. contains two book-plates, the 
owner having first taken the book upside down and inserted 
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Lot 38—continued.

*,* No representative collection of Shakespeare’s plays wanting 
similar specimens to the above can be considered complete, 
since they represent the final appreciation of the Poet by the 
masses of his countrymen, and the last stages by which his 
works had been gradually circulating during the 18th century 
throughout all classes of society. 4s You Like It can he traced 
im the British Museum catalogue, but without the plate, whilst only 
3 or 4 of the remaining plays appeared to be entered, all apparently 
with the plates missing. Murphy’s first faree, The Apprentice, 
is of interest, containing nearly 40 quotations from various 
plays of Shakespeare. From a price list of the Randall 
series (see slip in vol.) it appears that Shakespeare’s plays 
were sold at 3d. each, and several of the others at 2d. only. 
Perhaps no other collection of similar extent could now be 
formed.

The above were all pub- 
lished at 1s. each, and only the Othello is in the British 
Museum catalogue. The King Lear ante-dates the earliest 
small edition in the Museum catalogue by ten years, whilst 
there is no small edition of Hamlet between 1710 and 1773. 
The Hamlet and Julius Cesar were both unknown to Lowndes.

Your advice about the Indiaman is a very wise advice because it 
just suits me, though you are a little wrong concerning its destroying 
the energies of Mind; on the contrary it would be the finest thing in the 
world to strengthen them. To be thrown among people who care not 
for you, with whom you have no Sympathies forces the Mind upon its 
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own resources, and leaves it free to make its Speculations of the 
differences of human character and to class them with the calmness 
of a Botanist. An Indiaman is a little world. One of the great reasons 
that the English have produced the finest writers in the world, is that 
the English world has ill-treated them during their lives and foster’d 
them after their deaths ... They have not been treated like the 
Raphaels in Italy. And where is the Englishman and Poet who has 
given a magnificent Entertainment the christening of one of his Hero’s 
Horses as Boyardo did ... He was a noble Poet of Romance; not 
a miserable, and mighty Poet of the human Heart. The middle age of 
SHAKESPEARE was all covered (?) over; his days were not more happy 
than Hamlet’s who is perhaps more like Shakespeare himself in his 
common everyday Life than any other of his characters. Ben Johnson 
was a common Soldier, and in the Low Countries in the face of two 
armies, fought a single combat with a French Trooper and slew him. 
For all this I will not go on board an Indiaman . . . I have been very 
idle lately, very averse to writing, both from the overpowering idea of 
our dead poets and from abatement of my love of fame. I hope Iam 
a little more of a Philosopher than what I was, consequently a little 
less of versifying Pet-lamb. You will judge of my 1819 temper when 
I tell you that the thing I have most enjoyed this year has been writing 
an Ode to Indolence. Why did not you make your long-haired Sister 
put her great brown hard fist to paper and cross your letter? Tell her 
when you write again that I expect chequer work. Keats’ friend, 
Mr. Brown, is writing a life of David, and reads his passages, ‘stuffing 
my infidel mouth as though I were a young rook. Infidel Rooks do not 
provender with Hlisha’s Ravens.” . . . Mentions his brother Tom 
again, &. &e. &e. 

The poet’s brother Tom, died on December Ist, 1818, and his friend 
Brown invited Keats to keep house with him at Wentworth Place (from 
whence this letter is dated) till his sorrow for the loss of his brother 
wore off. 

The Ode to Indolence referred to in this letter is one of those ‘‘ medi- 
tative odes which have done as much as anything else to give Keats his 
high place among English poets.”’

Mr. Dawson Turner has recorded that in Rome he paid 
200 Louis dor for this most interesting volume, which he 
thus described :—‘‘ Of the three hundred and twenty pieces 
in this volume, in prose and verse, by far the largest number 
have never been printed; or where they have been so, it has 
only been done inaccurately, and the republication of them 
in a perfect form is altogether to be wished. Most of them 
are transcripts, and the work of several copyists. Some are 
by the hand of the poet himself, which may be considered 
remarkable. What can hardly fail to appear still more so, 
is that be has written upon them ‘copie’. For their being, 
however, autographs, | have the best authority, that of 
Professor Rossini, of Pisa, who has published the most 
valuable edition of Tasso’s collected writings. By him the 
book was carefully examined when I passed through that 
city in the winter of 1825, and he certified the originality of 
some of the contents by subscribing to them ‘dz mana di 
Tasso. Serassi in his ‘ Vita di Tasso’ makes mention in 
three places (pp. 290, 533 and 537) of the existence of 
certain of his manuscripts in the library of the Falconieri 
Palace at Rome; and it was thence that this volume was 
brought. It bears, on two of its pages, the stamp of that collec- 
tvon (dated 1770) and it is still in the red silk covering, 
the whole loosely put together, as when there. Abundant 
further proofs of its authenticity may be found in Serassi,

The latter are 
truly very interesting ; they extend throughout the whole of 
Tasso’s life, and enter into minute particulars concerning 
his writings, his feelings, his honours and his misfortunes. 
Among the individuals here addressed by Tasso are the 
Grand Duke and Grand Duchess of Tuscany ; the Cardinals 
of Medici, Santa Severina, Aldobrandino, San Georgio and 
Spinelli; the Dukes of Urbino, Guastalla and Ferrara; the 
Princess of Mantua and Conca, and the Prince and Princess 
of Avellino; together with Aldus Manutius and his own 
sister, Cornelia.”

evidently one of the copies secured by the author (see 
accompanying Letter) for presentation to his friends, for it 
contains no less than forty entries in his handwriting made 
for the eye of his friend Patrick Heron, in whose political 
interest he penned The Heron Ballads. The poet has filled 
in with ink the names which are represented in the text by 
asterisks or lines, and has made one or two corrections on 
the text, but a peculiar charm is added to this copy by the 
two notes which make reference to his contemplated 
departure to the West Indies. They read as follows :— 

1. After the poem ‘“‘ On a Scotch Bard going to the West Indies,” is 
added ‘‘ This was written when I was preparing for Jamaica.”’ 

2. After the song ‘“‘ The gloomy night is gathering fast,” is written 
‘‘T composed this song on the way to Greenock, to embark for the West 
Indies. I meant it as the last voice of Coila in Caledonia.”’ 

The portrait is wanting, but there is no trace of its having 
been in this copy. As it had been removed from the last 
presentation copy of this issue which was offered for sale, it 
is possible that it was not approved by the author. 

With the two volumes is a Signed Autograph Letter 
from the Poet, of 25 pp. 4to., dated ‘‘ Dumfries, 16th April, 
1792,” to Mr. Creech the publisher, relating to this edition 
(1793) of his works. He says:— 

‘‘T suppose, at a gross guess, that I could add of new materials to your 
two volumes, about fifty pages.—I would also correct and retrench 
a good deal. These said fifty pages you know are as much mine as the 
thumb-stall I have just drawn on my finger which I unfortunately 
gashed in mending my pen. A few Books which I very much want, are
